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There  are  four  classes  at  CGJHS,  and  for  each  of  them  the  year  1960  meant  some¬ 
thing  different;  within  the  pages  of  this  COLUMBIAN  we  have  tried  to  present  the  portrait 
of  the  year  as  each  class  saw  it. 

For  Freshmen,  the  portrait  painted  was  full  of  expectations  of  things  to  come  and 
wonder,  worry,  and  delight  at  things  which  were  happening  to  them.  Sophomores  were  in 
a  position  to  admire  the  portraits  of  the  future  and  the  past--they  were  in  a  period  of 
transition.  Juniors  had  just  become  upperclassmen  and  were  beginning  to  think  seriously 
of  the  future.

The  portrait  is  flavored  with  solemnity  by  Senior  commencement  and  such  things 
as  Sunshine’s  candlelight  initiation. 

Yes,  there  was  an  array  of  paints  used  to  embellish  the  picture,  and  a  multitude 
of  experiences  to  give  it  outline.  Now  the  finished  panorama  lies  before  you--we  hope 
you  will  enjoy  our  portrait  of  1960.

We,  the  graduating  class  of  1960,  bade  our  high  school  days  a  fond  farewell  as  we  stepped  into  another 
phase  of  our  lives.

Then  came  our  Senior  year  and  what  could  truly  be  called  our  busiest  time,  for  we  worked  to  keep 
a  good  record  in  school,  while  at  the  same  time  we  started  to  think  about  and  prepare  for  our  future  years. 
Our  Senior  play,  “Our  Town,  ”  was  successfully  staged,  and  following  this  production  we  soon  decided 
on  our  plans  for  graduation  night. 

Graduation  suddenly  became  a  reality  to  us,  and  before  we  knew  it,  we  were  being  handed  our  diplomas.

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An  exciting  season  is  the  description  Coach 
Crampton  used  to  sum  up  the  Eagles’  gridiron 
action  in  1959.

In  total  points, however, Columbia 
City  outscored  its  opponents  115  to  112,  which  indicates 
several  thrilling  games  won  or  lost  in  the  closing 
seconds. 

To  start  the  season  the  Eagles  bowed  reluctantly 
to  Nappanee,  but  soon  topped  Concordia  on  its  own 
field.  Although  the  Eagles  were  defeated,  18-6, 
fans  witnessed  an  excellent  game  with  Huntington, 
whose  team  was  one  of  the  four  undefeated  teams  in  the 
state.  In  the  final  game  of  the  season  a  cheering 
crowd  watched  Columbia  City  edge  its  greatest  foe.

Quarterback  Wayne  Brueckner,  who  scored  49 
points  and  gained  666  yards  during  the  season,  led 
the  team  with  the  pigskin;  and  Lynn  Workmen, 
with  84  tackles,  led  the  defense  in  tackling.  By 
vote  of  the  coaches  in  the  conference,  tackle  Dick 
Waugh  was  placed  on  the  all -conference  team.  Given 
honorable  mention  in  the  NEIC  were  Wayne  Brueckner 
and  Roger  Clark. 

Eleven  seniors  and  eight  juniors  received  letters 
this  year --five  seniors  and  one  junior  for  the  second 
time.

"There  Were  Giants  in  the  Land”  is  the  name  of  the  popular  book  which, 
from  the  title,  might  very  well  be  the  story  of  the  Columbia  City  basketball 
teams --varsity,  reserve,  and  freshman.  The  Eagles  played  strong  ball 
against  some  very  strong  and  even  state- ranked  teams  with  results  to  brag 
about.  The  varsity  became  sectional  champs  for  the  second  straight  year, 
and  the  excellent  records  of  the  reserve  and  freshman  teams  made  many 
think  that  sectional  winning  would  be  a  hard  habit  for  the  Eagles  to  break. 

Although  the  varsity’s  season  record  of  fourteen  wins  and  six  losses 
does  not  appear  very  exceptional  at  first  glance,  the  ability  of  the  team  should 
not  be  underestimated.  The  loss  of  the  six  games  (which  is  a  good  record 
anyway)  could  be  laid  to  the  fact  that  only  three  varsity  men  of  last  year 
returned.  Thus,  the  inexperience  of  the  Eagle  squad  accounted  for  their 
sometimes  cold  playing.  In  spite  of  this  inexperience,  Coach  Hammel’s 
team  ended  the  season  ranked  second  in  the  Area  Ratings  as  set  up  by  the 
Fort  Wayne  NEWS-SENTINEL.  A  mid-season  slow-up  cost  the  team  a 
high  rank  in  the  Northeastern  Indiana  Conference  and  they  wound  up  with  a 
3-3  record.  The  old  high  point  record  at  C.C.  was  broken  by  Bill  Schwarz 
when  he  tallied  46  points  against  Wolf  Lake  in  the  Holiday  Tourney. 

Coach  Kind’s  reserves,  like  the  varsity,  played  exceptional  ball 
against  some  outstanding  teams  and  ended  the  season  with  the  record  book 
showing  only  two  losses  in  twenty  games.  The  record  includes  their  win¬ 
ning  of  the  B-Team  Tourney  at  Warsaw. 

This  year  saw  the  coming  of  an  almost  unbeatable  (one  loss  the  whole 
season)  freshman  team.  Opposing  teams  faced  in  "Boag’s  boys”  a  squad 
of  regular  Paul  Bunyans,  for  the  1959-60  freshmen  were  very  tall;  they 
also  were  fast  and  skilled  at  ball  handling. 

In  summary;  Columbia  City  has  dominated,  is  dominating,  and  will 
for  some  time  to  come  continue  to  dominate  the  basketball  scene  in  this 
area.
